| Work Together, 
JOINT BUREAU 
TO BUY FORWAR 


Allies Planning Commission 
to Handle Purchasing. 


Scheme will Eliminate Any 
Unfair Distribution. 


English Statesman Forsees 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Creation 
of a central purchasing committee 
in Washington for all supplies 
bought in the United States for the 
Allied governments was forecast 
here today by Sir Hardman Lever, 
financial expert of the British war 
mission. 

Sir Hardman was careful to say 
that negotiations to this end still 
were incomplete but he pointed out 
why a joint directing bureau would 
be essential to secure the most eco- 
nomical administration of the huge 
credits authorized by this country 
and the fairest distribution of sup- 
plies among the various nations. 

Discussing the world financial sit- 
uation, the British expert expressed 
the opinion that Germany will be 


practically bankrupt in the credit 
markets after the war. 

“Our enemies,” he said, “for all 
their boasted efficiency, have never 
had the courage to face their finan- 
cial probleme, with the result that 
when the war is over they will be 
hard put to it.” 

The Teutonic governments having 
pyramided one internal loan upon

} charges would be so great that he 


believed they would either have to 
repudiate a large part of their debt, 
which in itself would be disastrous, 
or face inability to buy the enor- 
mous quantities of material they 
would need for reconstruction. . 

The Allies, he added, had paid 
their way in the war “by the 
straightforward and natural means, 
by pouring out our gold, by selling 
enormous masses of American se- 
curities, by raising loans.” As a re- 
sult, he predicted that the end of 
the war would find the Allies in very 
good shape financially, despite their 
enormous permanent debts.

MADISON (Wis.) May 3.—United 
States Senator La Follette, in a two- 
page signed editorial in the maga- 
zine which bears his name, and a 
second editorial on another page, 
declares: 

“In sinking the ships in the pro- 
scribed area without warning, Ger- 
many is doing only that which Eng- 
land is doing in her proscribed area 
with our consent.” 

Senator La Follette says there are 
two alternatives. One is to demand 
that both nations respect our neutral 
rights, and enter the war to enforce 
our rights. The alternative, he de- 
clares, is to withdraw our commerce 
from both. 

In the shorter editorial he de- 
clares that this is no more a war of 
democracy than that which is forced 
on the German people by the Ger- 
man autocracy. 

He says in part: 

“We acquiesced in England's ac- 
tion without protest. It is proposed 
that we go to war with Germany for 
identically the same action upon 
her part. The present administra- 
tion made a fatal mistake. The ad- 
ministration has acted upon the pol- 
icy that it could enforce to the very 
letter of the law the principles. of 
international law against one del- 
ligerent and relax them as to the 
other. That thing no nation can do 
without losing ite character of a 
neutral nation and without losing 
the rights that go with strict and 
absolute neutrality. Any failure on 
our part to enforce the rights of the 
nation equally against both is a 
gross act of un-neutrality.

Curzon Declares Allowance 
for Wastage is Made.

REMARKABLE TALES. 
American citizens landed during 
the last few days from vessels sunk 
by German submarines tell remark- 
able tales of the strenuous exploits 
of the U-boats. In one case three 
undersea boats appeared simulta- 
neously alongside the ship, one being 
a submarine cruiser 300 feet long 
and the others old-fashioned sub- 
marines with a length of about 120 
feet. 

In another case a German = 
marine wore an elaborate disgu 
of a fishing boat.

In at least two cases the crews 
vessels sunk by submarines were 
rescued from open boats by a pass- 
ing ship only to suffer a repetition 
of the disaster when the ship on 
which they had taken refuge fell 
prey to an underwater boat.

By thus conserving fuel the sub- 
marines are able to remain away 
from their base a long time and also 
they find means of renewing their 
stores from ships which they sink.”

the secure establishment of a republican 
form of government in Germany, and we 
may go so far as to insist, with the Allies, 
upon such change in government at Rerlin 
as a condition precedent of peace, yet we 
do not insist upon the extirpation of Ger- 
many as a nation. There is no hate and 
no clashing of commercial or economic in- 
terests between us and the German people. 
We admire their achievements in invention, 
in discovery, in science, in letters and arts. 
We count millions of men and women of

ued and honored citizens, and we would 
welcome an honorable, secure and indis- 
soluble peace with Germany. The Kaiser 
forced this fight upon us, and we will stay 
in the fight to the relentless end and will 
devote to it all our resources. But, when 
the end comes, we will welcome a restora-

ple. 


E AN OPTIMIST! 

The man on the mountaintop sees 
more of the heavens and the earth than 
the man in the bottom of the canyon. Heav- 
en is a better point of observation than 
hell. The word hell in the oldest English 
vocabulary means “to build a wall around,” 
to be “helled;” and it is a blank, effective 
word upon occasion. An optimist is on the 
heights, and the sunshine illumines the sur- 
rounding country and makes its condition 
known to him. A pessimist is “helled” fast 
in the ravine and knows nothing of the 
surrounding country. 

Pessimists, ruled by the mood of gloom, 
attract to themselves gloomy things. “Peo- 
ple always discouraged and despondent do 
not succeed in anything, and live only by 
burdening someone else.” 

The optimists who are hopeful, confident 
and cheerful attract the elements of suc- 
cess. “Thoughts are forces; like builds like 
and like attracts like. The thought that is 
most put out brings its cosresponding visi- 
ble element as surely as the visible bit of 
copper in solution attracts to it the invisible 
copper in that solution. A mind always 
hopeful, confident, courageous and deter- 
mined on its set purpose attracts to itself 
out of the elements things and powers fa- 


| vorable to that purpose.” 


A mind that is doubtful, hesitating. cow- 
ardly and entertains for its guest appre- 
hensions of failure instead of confident hope 
and expectation of success invites failure. 
The courtier of Elizabeth who, with his 
diamond ring, wrote on the window pane: 
“Fain would I climb, but that I fear to fall,” 
was well answered by the Virgin Queen, 
who wrote underneath: “If thy mind fail 
thee, do not climb at all.” 

Ralph Waldo Trine, in his book, In Tune 
with the Infinite,” quotes an author, whose 
name he does not give, as saying: “Every 
thought of yours has a literal value to you 
in .every possible way. The strength of 
your body, the strength of your mind, your 
success in business, depend on the nature 
of your thoughts. In whatever mood you 
set your mind does your spirit receive of 
unseen substance in correspondence with 
that mood. It is as much a chemical law 
as a spiritual law. Chemistry is not con- 
fined to the elements we see. The ele- 
ments we do not see with the physica! eye 
outnumber ten thousand times those we do 
see. The Christ injunction, Do good to 
those who hate you,’ is based on a scien- 
tific fact and a natural law. So to do good 
is to bring to yourself all the elements in 
nature of power and good. To do evil is 
to bring the contrary destructive elements. 
When our eyes are open self-preservation 
will make us stop all evil thought, all 
gloomy imaginings, all pessimistic forebod- 
ings 


The law of attraction works universally 
on every plane of action and we attract 
both what we desire and what we expect. 
If we desire one thing and expect another 
we become like houses divided against 


themselves, which cannot stand against the 


blast. If we desire—as all true Americans 
do—peace with honor in the pending con- 
flict with Germany, and then expect defeat, 
we contribute to the extent of our individ- 
ual thought power to the success of the 
enemy and millions of units of such pessi- 
mistic thought power might bring about 
our defeat. ‘ 

The Times urges its readers to throw 
any pessimistic misgivings away and be- 
come optimists. If you can't fight for the 
flag, at least you can “holler” for it. If 
you have no vacant lot to cultivate, you 
can encourage with words of cheer your 
friend who heips his country by planting 
and hoeing a few dozen hills of potatoes 
and rows of corn or beans. When you 
read your Rible, skip that pessimist Jere- 
miah and his gospel of despair and read 
from that grand old optimist, Isaiah, who 
interpreted the voice of the Lord as saying:

Now, secrecy, the withholding or blurring 
of facts, the easy assumption that a modi- 
cum of superficial gloss, a glitter of n.ean- 
ingless generalities are sufficient mental 
food for the backers of an enterprise, are 
certain to produce a crop of doubts, divided 
councils and ineffectual co-operation. They 
are {ill-advised measures. We cannot work 
together effectually if the American people 


— 


hind a veil of indiscriminate state censor- 


ship. 


We, the people of America, the backers 
of the United States army and navy, the 
bill payers in this fight to rid the earth of 
absolutism, have a right to every item of 


information not of necessity kept hidden 


for strictly military reasons. Whatever 
form of cénsorship for this military secu- 
rity Congress may adopt, the bill must be 
so definitely drawn that it will be impossi- 
ble to prevent any newspaper from pub 
lishing the truth about completed opera- 
tions, internal conditions or any difficulties 
or dangers of which the whole nation must 
finally bear the burden and shoulder the 
responsibility. 

Never was good advice so desirable as in 
forging the two-edged sword of censorship. 
We say unhesitatingly that the patriotic 
press of America can furnish the best cen- 
sorship from among its own members, the 
only censorship the country requires for 
the supply and distribution of war news. 
Beyond that the ordinary laws against trea- 
son and the crime of giving aid to the ene 
my are strong enough to bridle any news- 
paper failing to conform to the high ideals 
of American journalism. The American 
people will never stand for a blanket cen- 
sorship wielded by nobody-knows-whom for 
nobody-knows-what purpose. 

The cause of the Allies has suffered in 
the past from this ill-advised policy. In 


“its back sweep the two-edged sword of the 
@ensor has done more damege to its own 


people than its forward blow has inflicted 
on the enemy. Whole truths can never be 
told too soon. They must be known some 
time. And, as experience has proved, facts 
smothered in British newspapers by the 
British censor were generally quite well 
known to the operators of the Prussian 
military machine. 

Instead of concealment and secrecy help- 
ing a nation to win a war, they confer a 
distinct advantage on the enemy, not so 
blind as he is credited with being. Absence 


"of news breeds suspicion. If disasters are 


minimized, over-confidence results, and over 
confidence leads to under-preparedness. 

A whole people in untainted knowledge 
of the issue that confronts it can strengthen 
the government in any measure it takes to 
meet that issue. But the censorship tail 
cannot wag the popular dog. 

Should the German U-boat campaign be 
working such havoc on the world’s shipping 
as to jeopardize the future of Great Britain, 
let us have the actual figures and we will 
be the more resolute to fight this winning 
hope of the enemy. 

Should Russia be partially paralyzad by 
the disorder that must attend her stupen- 
dous revolution, let us know exactly how 
deep that paralysis has gone, and we, the 


Whole American nation, will work more 


earnestly to stabilize the newborn republic. 

The publicity given through the press to 
the food situation has done more to unite 
the nation for remedying the shortage than 
any government measures could have ef- 
fected, drawn up under the blue pencil of 
the official censor. 

A cheerful spirit of confidence to believe 
the best and of determination to meet the 
worst will inspire us to certain victory if 
the people are told unflinchingly the truth, 
the whole truth and nothing but the truth. 
So help us God.

POWER PLANS | 
~ AGAIN FOUGHT. 


Another Injunction Suit is 
Filed Against City. 
— — 
Proposed Contract Contrary 
to the Charter? — 
Property Owners’ League New 


Mayor Woodman, the City Coun- 


mission, J. F. Myers, City Auditor, 
and N. T. Powell, City Treasurer, 
are named in another injunction suit 
filed yesterday in the Superior Court 
which seeks to enjoin the city from 
observing the terms of the tempo- 
rary power contract. 

The suit was entered by H. C. 
Beach, special counsel for the Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Corpora- 


tion, and is based on a section of 
the city charter which, it is set out, 
forbids the carrying out of either the 
temporary or permanent power con- 
tracts, 

Bonds aggregating $34,000,000 will 
be affected by the suit. These are 
covered by a deed of trust on the 
joint properties of the Pacific Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, 
Home Telephone Company, South- 
ern California Edison Company, Pa- 
cific Light and Power Company, 


Los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor- 
poration. The bonds are redeemable 
in from ten to twenty years, and 
have a considerable time yet to run. 
They are secured by the properties 
of the different corporations named 
in the suit. Part of this property is 
represented in the 15,000 poles 
owned jointly by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company., Pacific 
Light and Power Company and the 
two telephone companies. About 10,- 
000 of the poles are owned jointly 
by the two corporations interested 
in the power contract and the Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Corpora- 
tion. 

Section No. 2 of the city charter 
reads: The city of Los Angeles, in 
addition to any other powers now 
held’ by, or that may hereafter be 
granted to it under the constitution 
or laws of the State, shall have the 
right and power to acquire any such 
utility, subject to outstanding bonds 
against the same, in an amount not 
to exceed the total price or cunsid- 
eration at which the city shall ac- 
quire such utility.” 

The complaint argues that, be- 
cause of the distributing systems, 
or at least the main part of the dis- 
tributing systems of the two power 
companies named in the contract, 
are owned: jointly by corporations 
not concerned in the contract, there- 
fore the city is violating ite own 
charter by the purchase terms of the 
contract. 

“This positively abrogates this 
power contract,” said Attorney Beach 
yesterday. “When the people realize 
what is being worked on them they 
will refuse to become a party to any 
scheme which violates the city char- 
ter and the State Constitution. 
| “How is it possible for the city 
to enter into a contract to purchase 
the distributing systems when those 
systems are not free and clear of all 
indebtedness?
